where the plaque had been placed, the Reflection Pool, extending 
to the edge of Lake Hall, a Secret Garden planted with delicate 
ferns and other greenery, the Camellia Walk and the Pond, where 
the emphasis is on flowering trees. 

A Della Robbia plaque, brought by the Maclays from Italy, 
a central fountain in the form ae a Century plant ‘and lead bird 
figures from England have long been ornaments in the Walled 
Garden. The memorial plaque, designed by L. de Gerenday, has a 
Century plant design and the same plants are featured in the 
landscaping here. The Reflection Pool and the lake may be seen 
through the iron gates of this special retreat. 

Reflected in the long pool are Italian cypresses, palms and 
azaleas. The Secret Carden is almost hidden by tea olive, loquat 
and other greens at the end of one of the pathways. 


The Camellia Walk is a bricked path, lined on either side with 
immense camellias of many varieties. At the head of this walk 
is the original Aunt Jenny plant, parent of all Aunt Jenny camellias. 
It was brought to Tallahassee from Baltimore more than a hundred 
and twenty tee years ago, to the yard of Mrs. Robert Gamble, 
affectionately known as Aunt Jenny. Mr. and Mrs. Maclay acquired 
the plant from her estate and moved it to Killearn, where it has 
grown into’ an enormous bush. 

Two fine Torreya trees, native to a very limited section, grow 
in the vicinity of the Pond. Here, too, are Specimens of mountain 
laurel, rhododendron Chapmanii, old man’s beard, large hollies, 
the Sabal palm, Florida State tree, oaks, pines and magnolias. Edging 
the Pond are crabapples, cherries, rene magnolias, azaleas and 
camellias. 

Throughout the Gardens are native dogwoods, and many plant- 
ings of rare iris and other bulbs. 

The entrance to Killearn has been changed, the roadway paved 
and an extensive sprinkler system put in der State ownership. 
Future plans include the development of 160 acres into show 
gardens, and 146 acres for a recreational area.

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ITUATED IN THE midst of broad green 
FX pastures and paddocks that slope down 

to the tidal waters of the Sakonnet 
River in Portsmouth, near Newport, R. L., 
Mrs. John Payson Adams, the noted sports- 
woman, has established a palatial home for 
her extensive stable of race horses. 

Mrs. Adams, the former Muriel Vander- 
bilt, has long been associated with Newport. 
She had a smaller stable in the Newport 
suburbs before going to California where 
she established Edenvale Farm in San Jose, 
in 1936. There she maintained a stable full 
of thoroughbreds for racing and _ breeding. 

Now she has come back to Rhode Island 
and reestablished Sandy Point Farm for her 
thoroughbreds. It was at Sandy Point that 
her cousin, the late Reginald C. Vanderbilt, 
built a huge indoor training ring at the turn 
of the century. This, long a Newport show- 
place, is the place that Mrs. Adams has reno- 
vated and improved for her own horses.

More than 350 New England race horse 
owners, trainers and breeders, race track

Dr. Adams, a prominent California physician, 
is an ardent yachtsman in addition to his 
interest in horses and the couple have con- 
tinued their interest in the affairs that distin- 
guish Newport as a summer colony as well 
as a Winter resort with year-round colonists. 

But Mrs. Adams’ principal concern right

now is in her horses which have arrived from 
San Jose, from Kentucky, and from other 
laces where they have been racing and 
breeding. Sandy Point Farm, which she has 
leased from Mrs. G. J. Guthrie Nicholason, 
who succeeded to it from the Reginald C. 
Vanderbilt ownership, has been entirely re- 
novated and the work done to put the big 
training ring into condition for the horses 
is astonishing. 

There are 28 stalls surrounding the ring, 
but room is provided for only 26 horses Bs 
two big double stalls have been created for 
foaling purposes. In addition, two outlying 
stables, each with seven box stalls, give the 
farm a total accommodation for 40 horses. 

The color scheme throughout is black 
and white, the colors of the Adams stables. 
Mrs. Adams’ racing silks are the same com- 
bination used by her grandfather, the late 
William K. Vanderbilt, at his place in France 
— white jacket with broad black stripes on 
the sleeves. 

A fascinating portion of the huge training 
ring building is the owners’ quarters, best 
described as a cottage actually set into the 
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south end of the structure with big picture 
windows overlooking the riding ring. This 
cottage has been restored to its original ap- 
pearance, as it was in the Reginald Vander- 
bilt heyday of the early part of the century. 

The main room is beautifully paneled in 
chestnut, cleaned down to the bare wood. 
High on each wall around the room are 
display cases for ribbons and small trophies. 
Larger cups are placed on individual ped- 
estals under the lighting fixtures, which are 
authentic reproductions of carriage lamps. 

A big fireplace, with side settees, displays 
the beauty of its stone inlays. If Dr. and 
Mrs. Adams wish to stay overnight at the 
farm for the all-important foalings or to 
watch over a sick horse, the white-appointed 
sleeping quarters have been restored to their 
original purpose with the same black and 
white color scheme being used for curtains 
and carpeting.

In addition, there are a paneled library 
with fireplace and a white-tiled hospital room 
for a veterinarian’s use. At the opposite end 
of the huge building are carriage, tack and 
harness rooms and an office for the manager 
of the stables. Overhead, commodious rooms 
are arranged for the stable staff. 

Nearly 40 horses have arrived at the farm 
since May, when the first shipment came 
from California. Among them was an Eng: 
lish mare, Dolly, very much in a family way, 
The following week, in the new maternity 
stall, Dolly foaled and her filly is about the 
most important bit of horseflesh at the farm, 
these days. The filly’s sire was Swift Sword, 
one of two stallions now at the farm, and 
even though the breeding took place else- 
where, Rhode Island takes the credit for this 
first offering of Sandy Point Farm, which 
will be eligible for futurity races limited to 
native horses.

Mrs. Adams has 12 mares, who beget 
about 10 foals a year. This means 10 year- 
lings to be broken, either to the saddle for 
racing or for handling at sales in Saratoga in 
August. A number of foals were shipped to 
Sandy Point in June from Kentucky, where 
numerous mares had been awaiting mother- 
hood. 

This stable will be the first major racing 
stable ever to establish on Aquidneck Island, 
the site of Newport and Portsmouth. There 
have been famous stables of show horses on 
the island, but Newporters who are more 
used to prominent names in yachting and 
tennis, classic attractions there, will now 
have to strike up a new acquaintance with 
the prominent equine newcomers to Ports- 
mouth horsedom. 

For instance, Swift Sword, sire of the first 
foal born there, purchased by Mrs. Adams

HE BIG NEWS at The Greenbrier, 
wW famous resort of White Sulphur 

‘Springs, West Virginia, for 1957 
will be the restoration of the spa’s historic 
President’s Cottage. 

Built around 1816 by Stephen Henderson, 
the nabob from New Orleans, it was the 
first of the grand “private” cottages to be 
built at the White Sulphur Springs. High 
on a bluff, the two-story, pillared home 
created a sensation. From here the Scotsman, 
described by Perceval Reniers in his Springs 
of Virginia as a “sober-sided gentleman with 
a rebellious sixty-year-old liver” could survey 
all that went on at the Springs. He knew 
whom came and went and with whom they 
did it. 

The showplace of the spa for many gen- 
erations, the lovely old house became non 
soon after Henderson’s death as the Presi- 
dent’s Cottage, for several of the Chiefs of 
State who summered at White Sulphur quar- 
tered there. 

For nearly a century, White Sulphur 
Springs was the summer capital of America. 
Situated in the lower Alleghenies, the resort

was cooler than Washington. It wasn't a 
bad trip for the Chief of State. He could 
make it by steamboat and by stagecoach in 
three days. And the company there was 
brilliant! 

The first President known to have stayed 
at White Sulphur Springs, sometime in the 
1830’s, was Andrew Jackson, that indomitable 
character who “beat the British, Clay, Cal- 
houn and in his old age joined the Church 
and beat the devil.” 

History is a little vague as to just how 
many of the Presidents visiting White Sul- 
phur actually lived in this cottage, but there 
is positive record of three — Martin Van 
Buren, John ‘Tyler and Millard Fillmore. 

In the height of the greatest financial panic 
this country has ever known —when the 
banks of the country discontinued specie 
payment in 1837, Van Buren, his Secretary 
of War, and other statesman came to White 
Sulphur Springs to find the calm seclusion 
necessary to the solution of the difficult 
problem. 

The next Summer found him back again 
for the social activities and company at the

spa were much to his liking. Reniers notes 
that a deer hunt given in the President’s honor 
“was exclusively a stag to eat stag. At long 
tables under a rhododendron arbor a hun- 
dred gentlemen of moment, some of fame, 
sat down to a feast of three courses. For 
palate ticklers there were squirrels, pheasants, 
trout, chicken and turkey. The main dish 
was venison, in three forms, roast, steak and 
stew. Those who stayed the course could 
have pie, apple and cherry, quite lean. Be- 
hind the arbor a large band played continu- 
ously. The music was shot through with the 
incessant popping of champagne. corks.” 

Van Buren’s son, Abram, also found hap- 
piness at the White, for it was here that he 
met, courted and won his beautiful Angelica, 
the daughter of Colonel Richard Singleton, a 
very wealthy South Carolinian. 

John Tyler, elected Vice President in 1840 
and succeeding to the Presidency on the 
death of Harrison, is said to have spent his 
honeymoon in the President's Cottage. His 
wife, Julia Gardiner, was a great beauty of 
Virginia and a famous Belle of the Old 
White.

Millard Fillmore, a hunter and sportsman, 
was one of the pre-Civil War Presidents who 
sought relief from the cares of the Nation 
by visiting the White Sulphur Springs. 
Legend has it that when he became deathly 
ill on one of these visits, word was given 
out that a combination of mutton and corn 
had done it. 

Among the other Presidents who holidayed 
at White Sulphur was Franklin Pierce, who 
arrived on July 4, 1854, for a stay of six 
weeks. Historians tell us “It was a lovely 
Summer afternoon when the Concord coach 
in which the President and his wife rode, 
drawn by six white horses with plumes on 
their heads, rolled up in front of the old 
hotel while the band on the lawn played 
Hail, Columbia, and the guests on the piazza 
cheered a welcome to the Chief Magistrate 
of the Nation.” 

Zachary ‘Taylor, a planter as well as a 
statesman, with vast estates in Louisiana, and 
James Buchanan also left their mark on The 
Greenbrier’s ante-bellum history. 

After the “Peace,” President Ulysses S. 
Grant made a visit to the Old White — in all 
probability at the same time General Robert 
E. Lee was at home on Baltimore Row during 
the summers of 1867, 1868 and 1869. South- 
erners considered White Sulphur Springs 
their own personal resort in those days so 
it is interesting to note that a contemporary 
article in “Harper’s Magazine” assures us that 
President Grant was received along with 
leaders of the South with great courtesy and 
respect. 

Chester A. Arthur and Benjamin Harrison 
were guests during the closing days of the 
last century, and William Howard Taft vis- 
ited the White in 1908, after his nomination 
for the Presidency. 

President Woodrow Wilson’s visit at The 
Greenbrier in 1916 was the last appearance 
a President in office had made at White 
Sulphur Springs until President Eisenhower 
brought his guests, President Adolfo Ruiz 
Cortines of Mexico and Prime Minister Louis 
St. Laurent of Canada, here for the famous 
three-country conference last March. 

Mrs. Wilson, as fond of the Springs as 
was her husband, became a member of The 
Greenbrier’s Summer colony, returning year

One sees fathers 
and mothers, boys and girls of all ages and 
grandparents too getting back to nature with 
a vengeance and enjoying every minute of it. 


At the Seigniory Club just now Christmas 
and the Wassail are in the air; skiers are 
getting ready, the curlers have already begun. 
Holiday time will see the giant Log Chateau, 
the Club’s residence, filled to overflowing 
with members of the Club, their families and 
friends for a big, jolly house party; privately 
owned cabins in the Club’s community will 
be opened up; children free from school will 
create a cheerful “home for the holidays” 
atmosphere, gaiety and animation will be 
about the whole place.

It’s a curious game, curling; its players 
favour tartan balmorals and glengarries, they 
deck themselves with badges and play with 
“stones” and brooms. Like golf, with which 
it is closely related in that so many golfers 
keep fit by curling and vice versa, the game 
began in Scotland — or so most of the authori- 
ties say. The game is like lawn bowling 
played on ice, though the rules are, of course, 
somewhat different. In the land of the Royal 
and Ancient, it was first played with ordinary 
stones of various shapes and sizes, a hole 
bored deep into their centers for a grip, the 
constant friction of ice and wind wearing 
them smooth.

The game was first introduced into this 
part of Canada about 1820 when the military 
garrisons of Lower Canada spent many of 
their recreation hours curling on the frozen 
rivers and lakes. They found it a welcome 
relief from the tedious monotony of Winter 
duty at the lonely military outposts. Canadian 
and U.S. players now use granites (highly 
polished stones of granite) weighing about 40 
pounds. The eight players who form a rink 
are divided into two opposing parties of four 
a side. Each player plays two stones. The 
captain of a rink of curlers is known every- 
where as the skip, his first player as the 
lead, the next as second and the third player 
as third or mate. A stone is played from the 
hack, that portion of ice in which a player 
crouches as he launches his stone with an 
easy backward-forward swing of the stone, 
which spirals as it goes down the long narrow 
sheet of ice, curving it toward the center of

the icy sheet as it approaches its destination, 
known as the tee, the point about which 
three rings, two feet part, are traced usually 
in blue ink upon the ice. 

The scoring is simple; shots or points are 
counted for the team placing most stones 


nearer to the tee than their opponents. ‘The 
score is counted each time the rinks play 
one end of the ice, and each such turn of 
direction is known as an end. Once in a 
great while, perhaps with a frequency ap- 
proaching that in which a hole in one in 
golf is made, an eight end is scored, when 
one rink places all its stones within the imag- 
inary circle drawn in a radius from the 
opposing team’s nearest stone to the tee. Often 
a stone is caromed into position off another 
stone. The sweeping, which was first neces- 
sary in out of door play to keep the ice clear 
of snow, is now a very important procedure; 
veteran curlers agree that sweeping, even on

very definitely helps the iron in the way it 
should go. Other theories are (1) it melts 
the ice; (2) it cleans away small particles; 
(3) it leaves a microscopic ice powder on ice; 
(4) it grooves the ice; (5) it keeps the players 
warm; (6) it has no effect on the stone but 
a great moral effect on a team by creating 
enthusiasm. 

Though essentially masculine and a game 
played by men as late as their 70’s and 80's, 
it is not safe from the weaker sex who, with 
no allowance for their weakness, curl with 
irons of the same weight. The annual bon- 
spiel for the Sewell ‘Trophy at the Seigniory 
Club always draws the best women curlers 
from various parts of Canada and the United 
States.

ESPITE THE RECENT WORLD CRISES 

( . . . European spirits are as gay, or 

in some cases, a little gayer than 
usual. Restaurants, nightclubs and theatres 
are jammed daily with international person- 
alities who are setting a new high for ele- 
gance. There are annual dinners, balls, 
luncheons, and gatherings of every type. It’s 
almost as if everyone was a self-appointed 
Ambassador of good-will, high-spirits, and 
international relations in general.

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Florida Fishermen Purchase More Licenses During 1955 - 56 


LORIDA FISHERMEN purchased a total of 454,530 fishing 
licenses during the fiscal year 1955-56, an increase of 84,134 
licenses, or a7 percent, over the previous year, according 
to A. D. Aldrich, director, Game and Fresh Water Fish Commiicon 

Total license revenue, however, decreased $53,642.25 or 6.2 per- 
cent. The 1955-56 license revenue total of $819,849.50 was decreased 
$53,642.25 from the previous year’s total of $873,491.75. 

Aldrich said that the increase of licenses sold and the decrease 
in resulting revenue was attributed to a combination of low-water 
levels plus the popularity of the new non-resident three-day $1.25 
fishing license. 

Lack of rainfall, with resulting low-water levels in many lakes 
and streams, may have discouraged some fishermen from purchasing 
licenses. In addition, a great number of non-resident fishermen 
indicated a preference for he new three-day $1.25 license over the 
14-day $3.25 license or the state annual $10.50 license. 

a total of 136,615 three-day licenses were sold to non-resident 
fishermen, with a resulting revenue to the Commission of $136,615. 
The Commission derives $1.00 from the $1.25 license, with the 
remainder being retained as County Judge's fees. 

During the same period, 1955- 56, a total of 10,606 non-resident 
state ce: were sold, with a total revenue of $106,060. This was 
a decrease of 3,154 licenses, or 22.9 percent, and a decrease of 
$31,540 from the previous year. 

The sale of non-resident 14-day continuous flshing licenses 
totaled 31,507, with a total revenue of $94,521. This was a decrease 
of 57,216, or 64.4 percent, and a decrease of $171,648 from the 
previous year’s totals. 

Resident state licenses, however, showed an increase of 7,389 
licenses, or 2.7 percent. This resulted in a revenue increase of 
$12,930.75. ‘Total revenue was $482,653.50, as compared to the 
previous year’s $469,722.75, 


g Aldrich 
pointed out that the 67 county judges of Florida sold a total of 
178,728 non-resident licenses during 1955- 56, an increase of 76,245 
or 74.3 percent over the previous year's total of 102,483. Resident 
licenses also showed an increase of 7,389, or 2.7 percent, over the 
previous total of 268,413. 

However, the sale of the long-established non-resident state and 
non-resident 14-day licenses showed a decrease of 60,370 licenses, 
or $203,188 less revenue. 

The decrease of $203,188 in revenue from the two long-estab- 
lished non-resident licenses was only partially offset by the addi- 
tional $136,615 derived from the sale of 136,615 new three- day 
S125 licenses. This resulted in a decrease of $66,573 from the 
sale of non-resident licenses. 

There is no way of estimating, Aldrich said, how many addi- 
tional resident and non-resident ficencce would have been sold if 
high water levels had prevailed during the 1955-56 fiscal year. 

Total annual sales of Florida fishing licenses have never shown 
any consistency when averaged and compared over a long-range 
basis. Total sales are ev idently principally affected by increases in 
Florida’s population and visitor totals, Aldrich said. 

“Although the Game Commission’s fishing license revenue has 
shown a decrease, we feel that the new three-day license has 
benefited the state by encouraging more fishermen to go fishing 
more times during the year,’ Midrch said. 

The decrease in revenue, however, will prevent the Commission 
from doing as much lake and stream improvement work as it would 
like to do, he stated. The Commission derives all of its revenue 
from the sale of hunting and fishing licenses, and some minor 
revenue sources such as court costs and land leases.

and members of her family made their home in Newport for 
many years. 


Newport has seen several real estate transfers of importance 
within the colony, principal among them being purchases of large 
tracts of acreage on or, near the famous Ocean Drive by Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert R. Young, who have a Summer home here on Ochre 
Point and a Winter residence in Palm Beach. 


Mr. and Mrs. Young, who have been members of the colony 
for a score of years, bought “Fairholme” on the Cliffs after leasing 
villas for a number of seasons. “Fairholme,’ the former Count 
Alfonso Villa estate, is located between the Summer homes of Mrs. 
Perle Mesta and Beverley Bogert. 


Several years ago the Youngs acquired nearly 300 acres of 
farmland in Portsmouth, near Newport, which included the former 
“Oakland Farm,” established by the late Alfred G. Vanderbilt and 
carried on until a few years ago by his son, William H. Vanderbilt, 
former governor of Rhode Island. Here they are raising beef cattle. 


But it is the property purchased by the Youngs in Newport proper 
that has made them the largest land holders in the community. 
Last March Mr. Young purchased 23 acres adjoining “Ker Avor,” 
the former Snowden Fahnestock estate, near the ocean. In August, 
Mrs. Young purchased 20 additional acres nearby. 

In November Mrs. Young acquired the 70-acre tract directly 
on Ocean Drive, which was once the site of the late T. Suffern 
Tailer's well-known Ocean Links golf course, where each of the 
nine holes was a replica of a famous and difficult hole chosen from 
Scotch, British and American golf courses. It was here, in the 
1920's, that Mr. Tailer sponsored annually his Gold Mashie 
tournaments. 

The latest transfer being made, but not yet concluded, is the 
sale to Mrs. Young of 80 acres of farm and marshland overlooking 
the ocean, part of which is near the home of Dr. and Mrs. John 
Payson Adams on Lily Pond. The Youngs have so far given no 
hint as to any plans they might have for their recently acquired 
holdings so centrally located in the Ocean Drive area of Newport. 
They compose about the only large area yet undeveloped in the colony. 

The fabulous “Belcourt,” off Bellevue Avenue, whose fantastic 
architecture is similar to a European palace, has changed hands again. 
Built in 1892 by the late O. H. P. Belmont, with elaborate stables 
incorporated into the villa itself, it has now become the property of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold P. Tinney, their son, Donald H. Tinney, 
and Mrs. ‘Tinney’s aunt, Miss Nellie B. Fuller, all formerly of 
Cumberland, R. I., who a year ago purchased “Seaverge,” the former 
Huntington Hartford estate. 


“Belcourt,” seldom occupied after it was used by the late Perry 


- Belmont, to whom it was left, for several seasons, has had an unusual 


existence. In the late ’30s it was bought for use as an antique auto- 
mobile museum that was never established. Then it was purchased 
in 1955 by Louis L. Lorillard to stage parts of Newport’s annual 
Jazz Festival, but neighboring colonists protested. Then it was pur- 
chased by a real estate group which transferred it to the T inney 
family, whose application for permission to utilize part of it for the 
restoration of antique furniture was withdrawn. Now the Tinneys 
are using it for a residence. 

Incidentally, Mr. and Mrs. Lorillard have given up Newport 
as a permanent home and placed their Bellevue’ Avenue residence, 
“Quatrel,” on the market, as his business requires his residence in 
New York City. However, he continues his ardent interest as 
president of the Newport Jazz Festival and he and Mrs. Lorillard 
will pass their Summers at “Paradise Farm” in nearby Middletown.

These ticklish questions have at last been answered by the 
Classic Car Club of America with the release of the Club’s official 
classification of 125 American and foreign cars. After an intensive 
two-year study of all American and most foreign makes built between 
1925 and 1942, CCCA National President Robert E. Turnquist 
announced that of 85 American cars classified, only 29 qualify 
as classics.

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9 wen Patm Breacu Porto Crus of past 
years is now the Palm Beach Polo and Hunt 
Club because for the first time in Florida, 
formal drag fox hunting has come into being. 

The sport was tried some years ago in 
Coral Gables by Ben Funk, Huntsman for 
the Goldens Bridge Hounds, but was dis- 
banded. 

Through efforts of Major Frederic C. 
Collin and Mrs. Collin, the Polo Club was 
expanded last Summer and the Palm Beach 
Hounds were formed and the club became 
the Palm Beach Polo and Hunt Club. 

Interest has grown in the Palm Beach 
Hounds, according to the club operators, and

their hunts are becoming popular. 

The Palm Beach Hounds participate in 
what is known as a “drag hunt.” This type 
of hunt simulates live fox hunting in that 
the hounds are induced to run in like manner 
as is done in trailing a fox. A drag line 
lays an artificial scent prior to the hunt. 

The thrill of the chase, they say, is just 
as evident since no member of the field is 
aware of the direction of the drag line. 

Hounds met for the first time December 
29th in front of the Polo and Hunt Club’s 
Clubhouse on Military Trail and lasted ap- 
proximately two hours. Following the hunt, 
the Clubhouse was the scene of a hunt 


supper.

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Approximately seven couples Cas they are 
referred to) or fourteen hounds go on each 
hunt. This is in accordance with the Masters 
of Foxhounds Association of America, to 
which the new hunt has applied for rec- 
ognition. 

The hounds are walked in a pack to the 
place where the scent has been laid. The 
hounds are then “cast” or spread out in 
search of the scent. The chase begins when 
the scent is found and the hounds start off. 

The sound of a working hound when he 
is on the drag line is referred to as “giving 
tongue.” Hunt experts maintain that in this 
manner the hounds inform one another of 
what is happening.

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After eight or nine miles of working the 
line, a “check” portion is activated by sound- 
ing a horn which calls in the hounds. The 
scent is picked up at this position in order 


that a rest can be taken. 


The rest taken, the hounds are cast again 
and the chase goes on through pine woods, 
cross country over fences to the end. 


The hounds are then “blooded” or given 
meat, while the participants enjoy a supper 
or breakfast, depending on the time of day. 


The hunt area covers five square miles of 
countryside. The Polo and Hunt Club itself 
consists of nearly 400 acres. Permission has 
been granted, however, to include 300 addi- 
tional acres in the hunt. The ground is firm 
and hard with sand dominating in a few

places. Some of the area is pine woods with 
the rest cleared fields and heavily grown grass 
sections. 


The Club has made arrangements which 
enables fans to follow progress of the hunt 
in a car. Thus a car field follows to see 
parts of the hunt from various vantage points. 


The hunt staff consists of the “huntsman,” 
or man in charge of the hounds at all times; 
the “first whipper-in” and “second whipper-in” 
who are responsible for seeing that the hounds 
are under control at all times and do not run 
off from the rest of the pack. 


The master of foxhounds, or “MFH” or 
“master,” rides consistently behind the 
hounds, or far enough to the rear so as not 
to interfere with them. The MFH leads the 
field. and is supreme in the chase. No one 
in? the field may ride past him, but must 
follow his guidance. 

“Livery” dress is the attire of the hunt 
staff. According to tradition, those operating 
the hunt are dressed in scarlet or “pinke” 


coats and hunt caps. Members of the field 
are usually dressed in boots and breeches with 
proper hunt club buttons and collars, called 
“colors.” The ladies of the field should wear 
black coats and derby hats while the men 
wear scarlet coats and silk or “top” hats. 


Last year, the Palm Beach Polo Club de- 
cided to increase its activities beyond polo 
to the hunt. Hounds were first obtained from 
the Goldens Bridge Pack, where the initial 
attempt was made, so the new hunt could 
trace its history there. An unofhcial, two 
couple hunt was tried, and encouraged by its 
success the Club took steps to enlarge the 
pack of hounds and the area over which the 
hunt could ride.

During the Summer hounds were col- 
lected from various hunts in the Northeast. 
Among the hunts contributing were the Mill- 
brook Hunt in New York State and the Rose 


Tree Hunt in Pennsylvania. 


A number of the pack was obtained, how- 
ever, from Mrs. James Warfield, who main- 
tains a private pack of drag hounds in Green- 
wich, Conn. 


Mrs. Warfield is a member of the Palm 
Beach Hounds Hunt Committee and will 
be an honorary whipper-in during her stay 


in Palm Beach during February and March. 
A product of this recruiting has led to a 


*. successful breeding of American foxhounds in 


Florida, when the Palm Beach Hounds pro- 
duced its first litter in August. 

After permission was granted for a large 
expanse of additional land for Hunt Club 
use, fall trails’ were cut and the area 
“paneled” to meet requirements of good hunt- 
ing country. Panel is the term for erecting 
fences and jumps for the field to use.

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In order to assure the success of the hunt, 
the Club has tried to stimulate the interest 
of the young people of Palm Beach and 
surrounding area. Thus the School of Equi- 
tation was established at the Club under the 
direction of Earl Frazier and Mrs. Louellen 
Reed. Hunter seat riding is taught, which 
is the basic prerequisite to jumping in 
the hunt. 


Policy of the school is trying to bring to 
Florida that form of riding which is so popu- 
lar in the North and East: English saddle 
and traditional attire. Among schools par- 
ticipating are Palm Beach Private School, 
Rosarian Academy, Webster-Tufts, Graham- 
Eckes.

Mnaugurations Recall Political History 
of White Sulphur Springs 


ITH INAUGURAL CEREMONIES stealing 
JQ the scene throughout the nation this 
January, comes to mind the promi- 
nent part politicians have played in the 
history of the 179-year-old resort of White

Sulphur Springs, site of today’s beautiful

President and his party over on the hill if 
the barber could only have arranged it.” 

“Over on the hill” referred to the resort’s 
historic President's Cottage, which was built 
in 1816 by a Stephen Henderson of New 
Orleans and became known as the Summer 
White House soon after. Mr. Henderson’s 
death. John Taylor is said to have honey- 
mooned here with his bride, the Virginia 
Belle, Julia Gardiner. 

The center and pivot of Southern influence 
for more than a century, the resort attracted 
nullifiers, union men, political economists and 
statesmen, and, although cotillions and ban-

In 1837 the Whig party held an important 
conference at the Springs. Henry Clay, the 
group’s greatest leader, came up from Ken- 
tucky for the meeting, which was attended 
by Rufus Choate, Massachusetts; ‘Thomas 
Corwin, Ohio; William C. Rives, Virginia, 
and Millard Fillmore, New York. Clay, noted 
for his brilliant oratory and his burning, un- 
fulfilled desire to be President of the United 
States, had been to the retreat on various 
other occasions. A bill, now in the hotel’s 
possession, shows that he spent $16.25 here 
on July 20, 1817 when he stopped at the inn 
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en route from Kentucky to Washington. ‘The 
Greenbrier’s rotunda - shaped Spring House 
provided the setting for many of Clay’s stim- 
ulating political rallies. 

Clay, one historian points out, was “fond 
of drinking Kentucky whiskey, playing cards, 
gambling, dancing and being the lion at 
White Sulphur Springs and Olympian 
Springs in Kentucky.” 

When the Civil War threatened to destroy 
the Union, the White, showing no favoritism, 
harbored both Northern and Southern troops. 
Records show that in August, 1861, Confed- 
erate soldiers encamped amid the Greenbrier 


Third, Mr. and Mrs. Gerald C. Byron Jr. of 
Syracuse, N. Y., another recent honeymoon couple who chose the 


Valley as they awaited encounters with the 
enemy. 

It was to the White that General Robert 
E. Lee came in 1867—a dejected leader who 
had bravely accepted defeat at the hands of 
the Union soldiers. He was cheered wildly 
upon his arrival; the Southern guests assuring 
him that he had not fought for a lost cause. 
Accompanied by ex-Confederate officers Pierre 
G. T. Beauregard of Louisiana; Joseph E. 
Johnston, Pegram, Hood and ex - President 
Jefferson Davis, Lee began immediately to 
discuss the conditions of the South and to 
attempt to bring back life to the deserted land. 
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In 1868 the White Sulphur Manifesto was 
signed. Engineered by General W. S. Rose- 
crans, Minister to Mexico and written by A. 
H. H. Stuart, it was a summation of all Gen- 
eral Lee had been pleading with his country- 
men to do—to conciliate vengeful elements 
in the North, accept defeat and appeal for 
justice. Lee was the first of 31 Southern 
leaders to sign his name to the Manifesto, 
which had staggering importance attached to 
it at the time. 

The old registers show that Marshall, Cal- 
houn, Crittendon, Lindsey, Breckinridge, Car- 
lise and Meany of Kentucky; the Lewises, 
Prestons, Floyds, Henrys, Cabells, Fairfaxes 
and Barbours of Virginia; the Carrolls, Cal- 
verts, McHenrys from Maryland; and the 
Calhouns, Sumters and Hamptons from South 
Carolina were among the hotel’s “political- 
minded” guests. Daniel Webster and Lewis 


and Clark visited the spa, as did King Edward 
VII, then Prince of Wales, and Mrs. Jerome 
Bonaparte. 

Senator Henry Gassaway Davis was ofh- 
cially notified that he was the nominee of the 
Democratic party for Vice President of the 
United States on August 17, 1904, while he 
was guesting at the Springs. Congressman 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi delivered 
the notification address during the ceremonies 
held on the lawn and attended by several 
thousand enthusiastic Democrats. 

William H. ‘Taft, Republican nominee for 
President in 1908, was the honoree at a bar- 
becue held five miles from White Sulphur 
Springs on the Greenbrier River. Taft, a fre- 
quent visitor at the spa, attended the Horse 
Show held in the village and gave a brief 
political speech before the delighted audience. 


One writer noted, “Poltitically conscious, he 
inade side trips to all the Springs—Blue, Red 
and Gray Sulphur and often stopped at 
Crow’s Tavern for breakfast.” Mingling gra- 
ciously with all the guests at the White, 
Taft was the incentive for many lavish affairs 
during his stay. 

Only last March President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower went down in the hotel's registers 
as being the fourteenth U.S. President to visit 
The Greenbrier when he held his three- 
country conference here with President Ruiz 
Cortines of Mexico and Prime Minister Louis 
St. Laurent of Canada. The informal meeting 
of the “good neighbors” marked the first time 
that the leaders of the three counties had met 
to discuss mutual problems. 

And so political history was made again at 
The Greenbrier, the showplace of West Vir-

Today there are some 40 thoroughbred 
breeding establishments scattered across the 
1,000- Haile Florida peninsula.

Dickey Stables), home of the flashing three- 
year- -old champ, Needles, are located near 
Ocala and almost all were in business before 
last Summer, when the state burst into na- 
tional prominence as “having a new industry.” 
This “new industry” actually had its be- 
ginnings back in the 1930's when James 
(Jimmie) H. Bright, a long-time hand 
cattle and show horse breeding, tried to con- 
vince skeptics that Florida was the best state in 
the Union to breed and raise thoroughbreds. 
Most of the big breeders laughed at Bright 
and told him to go back to breeding alligators. 
One who took him seriously, however, was 


entries. 


Carl G. Rose, who settled in Ocala because 
he thought it was “good horse land” and went 
on to develop Rosemere Farm into one of 
the most beautiful and successful breeding 
farms in the Southland. 

Bright stayed in south Florida, bought sev- 
eral bivodmiares! a Man O’ War scallion and 
set out to prove that top thoroughbreds could 
be raised in Florida. 

Bright is generally given credit for being 
the “father” of the industry in the state fol- 
lowing that modest beginning. Needless to 
say, the first horse he sent to the track turned 
out to be a winner.

The colt is a half brother to Needles, who was sired 


by the mighty Ponder. 
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Despite this modest, but successful begin- 
ning, the industry did not flourish for some 
time. 

Rose, a pioneer and one of Ocala’s most 
successful citizens, contributed largely to the 
eventual growth of thoroughbred breeding 
throughout the state. 

Taking advantage of the sunshine, good 
grass, mineral-rich, pure water and year 
around climate, the former president of the 
U.S. Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
prospered at the Rosemere Farm site and 
turned out many swift horses which won at 
Florida and at tracks across the country. 


Naturally, his success began to attract 
others, and Rose, always eager to sell the 
attributes of Florida soil, became recognized 
as the pioneer in central Florida. 

One of the horsemen who took him at his 
word was William E. (Bill) Leach, a general 
contractor who bought 200 acres of la just 
west of Rosemere and set about making the 
now famous Dickey Stables a going concern. 

Just how successful he was is indicated by 
the fact that when he and his wife retired 
and sold the farm last Spring, it had grown 
to over 800 acres, included a 7/8 mile train- 
ing track, three fireproof barns and several 
paddocks and brought $750,000. 

The buyers, the syndicate now known as 
Ocala Stud Farms, Inc., has increased the 
value of the property greatly with the addi- 
tion of stock. 

Currently romping in pasture or already 
shipped south for the yearling sales at Hialeah 
are 94 finely bred youngsters. ‘Thirty-six of 
these are the property of famous Elmendorf 
Farm. In all, there are 54 broodmares in 
pasture — 47 of them in foal. 

Quite a bit of growth from when Leach 
and his wife moved to Ocala with a brood- 
mare, “a goat and a cat.” 


Dickey Stables, though, put out several 
good racers both before and after Needles 
pulled the racing spotlight to the state. 

One of these, of course, is King Hairan, 
sensational two-year-old of 1956 who won 
more races last year than any juvenile before 
him and equalled the Hialeah track record 
in his first start last Winter. 

He was sold to Leo Edwards, former chair- 
man of the Florida Racing Commission, and 
Harry B. Massey for $35,000 after being 
named the best two-year-old in the Hialeah 
sale last Winter. 

King Hairan, like the 1955 Youthful Stakes 
winner Smooth Stride, is an offspring of the 
Ocala Stud stallion, King’s Stride. “The 
King” owns perhaps the best racing record 
of any horse ever, percentage-wise. He 
started only once — and won — before being 
retired to stud. 

“So Florida Thoroughbred breeding is off 
to a flashy start,” the cynic may say, “but 
how do we know it’s not just another flash 
in the pan. Florida had a boom of a different 
kind not so long ago?” 

Let’s hear from Joe O'Farrell, general man- 
ager of Ocala Stud Farms and a member of 
the syndicate. 

“All members of the syndicate are satisfied 
with their purchase,” he says. “They are 
believers in Florida breeding and the results 
achieved so far.” 

The syndicate is composed of not exactly 
“novice” horsemen. It includes Maryland 
horsemen Bruce Campbell, president, ‘Tom R. 
O'Farrell, Joe’s younger brother, McLeah 
Campbell, William H. Veeneman, William 
G. Reynolds, John Hampshire, George 
Obrecht and Thomas W. Woods. 

O’Farrell’s confidence in the industry's 
future may be demonstrated by the fact that 
he “bought into” the Ocala Stud Farm syn- 
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The ole boy himself, Needles, cham- 
pion three-year-old of 1956, casts a 
wary glance at the photographer after 
arriving in Ocala for a brief “home- 
coming” last Fall.

dicate after a brief tour of the establishment 
with Campbell and then owner Leach. He 
then scatted back to Maryland to begin 
shipping his broodmares South and _ closed 
out his affairs in the Northland. 

The first impression has been a lasting one 
with O'Farrell. After his first inspection, he 
reportedly exclaimed, “That farm, I never 
saw anything like it. That climate, those 
lakes, that soil, that grass.” 


O'Farrell is only one of the many “con- 
verts” who followed the pioneers into Florida’s 
booming new industry. 

Among the others, located in the Ocala 
area, are Bonnie Heath and Jack Dudley, 
co-owners of D and H Stables and Needles, 
and V. L. (Country) Creal, a transplant from 
Illinois. 

Creal, one of the most shrewd trainers 
from the Midwest circuit, has set up a 172- 
acre establishment just south of Ocala. Among 
the facilities are a 20-stall barn, while future 
plans call for a training track, residence quar- 
ters and more barns. 

Heath recently purchased 572 acres just 
west of the Ocala Stud Farms. His property 
has been named Bonnie Heath Farm and is 
managed by Elmo Shropshire. Hugh Fon- 
taine, trainer of Needles, is general advisor. 
Partner Jack Dudley is also planning con- 
struction of a farm, having purchased an 
adjoining tract of 260 acres which he is 
having cleared. 

These “newcomers” together with long-time 
resident Rose and his 600 acres at Rosemere 
and Doug Stewart, who migrated to Ocala 
from Indiana and has 100 acres complete 
with a half-mile training track, are the prin- 
cipal breeders in the central Florida area at 
the present time. 

The Florida Thoroughbred magazine, in

Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, American Am- 
bassadrice to Rome, recently told friends that 
she was: “terribly tired!” She explained, “In 
the world of today the work of an Ambassa- 
dor becomes more and more exhausting. My 
butler told me the other day that since I have 
been in Rome I have entertained more than 
12,000 people in my villa alone .. .” But— 
Mrs. Luce did, however, have time last Sum- 
mer for a convalescent Mediterranean cruise 
on the yacht of Stavros Niarchos. 

Mr. Niarchos is the immensely wealthy 
Greek shipowner who had to face last year, 
charges of conspiring to defraud the U. S. 
Government in the purchase of surplus Amer- 
ican ships after the war. In the final settlement 
he had to pay 4,000,000 dollars in civil penal- 
ties and repay to the U. S. Treasury a further 
4,079,000 dollars.

Dagmar Nordstrom, at a very small but 
very special gathering in Paris, announced 
the engagement of her sister Zigfred to John 
Mercer of New York. The date of the wed- 
ding has not been set, but the sisters who are 
popular with the “social-set” in New York, 
Palm Beach, and Paris, said it would take 
place sometime this Winter.

Everybody on the continent is still wonder- 
ing what will become of Soraya, the beautiful 
young Queen of Persia. Soraya spent quite a 
lot of time in Paris and Rome this Fall and 
left her mark on the hearts of all who met her. 
(She said she was on the continent for a 
shopping spree—but, all the rumors had her 
here consulting a couple of famous gynaecolo- 
gists. ) 

According to Persian Constitutional Law, 
the Shah is now free to divorce or simply 
just remarry as Soraya can no longer be 
Queen because she has not given birth to a 


son during the first five years of marriage. 
The Shah has been able to get an agreement 
from the State that his daughter Princess 
Shanaz (from his first marriage to Fawziah, 
sister of Egypt's former King Farouk) can 
become Queen if she marries a crown Prince 
or a King. Her father, the Shah, is in favor 
of a marriage with King Faisal II of Iraq. 
Unfortunately, last year the Princess fell in 
love with an engineer, Ardeshir Zahedi, whose 
father was then the Royal Councellor. (This 
Summer the father went to Switzerland for a 
cure, and is now still there—in exile!) Though 
the Shah is doing everything possible to en- 
able Soraya to remain legally in Persia, there 
is still another point against them. 

Former Prime Minister Mossadegh, the 
man who arranged the nationalization of the 
petroleum companies and who was the leader 
of the Persian revolution several years ago, 
has caused quite a lot of ill will for the 
Queen because when the royal couple re- 
turned to the country at that time, he was 
given a death sentence, but the Queen inter- 
vened and his sentence was changed to three 
years imprisonment. His way of repaying her 
majesty has been to turn her subjects against 
her. It seems he resents the position of being 
grateful to a woman—even his Queen!

All the international crowd from Ambassa- 
dors to motion picture stars attended one of 
the major international social events of the 
season on December 15th. It was the Annual 
Ball of the Overseas School of Rome, now a 
“traditional” post-war event in Europe, the 
ball is sponsored by the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation of the school, which serves the Eng- 
lish-speaking colony in the Italian capital. 

Ambassador Clare Boothe Luce, British 
Ambassador Sir Ashley Clark, both sponsors 
of the school; Anna Magnani, Alan Ladd, 
and Dawn Addams with her husband, Prince 
Victorio Massimo, were among some of the 
well-known figures who accepted invitations 
to the ball. 

In recent years this event has become the 
main foreign celebration during the Christmas 
season in Rome, and well over a thousand 
persons crowded into the ballroom of the 
Grand Hotel for dancing and the traditional 
midnight supper.

King Gustav V of Sweden has just com- 
pleted a private holiday in Italy and returned 
to his home in Stockholm. His original plans 
were to fly to England, also for a private visit, 
but his majesty said he decided to change 
his plans: “because of the international situa- 
tion.”

Commander Richard Colville, the Queen’s 
press advisor, cited one immediate effect:

oon guier BEAUTY of the work of Pierre Bonnard, regarded 
as the last of the French Impressionists, whose exhibition has just

The paintings revealed Bonnard as a poet-painter, who saw 
beauty in everything about him, and recorded his findings in his 
own free interpretation of the Impressionist style. Though his work 
is one of quiet loveliness rather than of violent color and effect, the 
painter had great enthusiasm for Gauguin, whose work was especially 
brought home to Four Arts members last year at a wonderfully 


fine comprehensive show. 


Gauguin’s influence on Bonnard was noted in the simplified 
forms and flat colors of a certain period of Bonnard’s painting, 


notably in the lithographs and screens in the show here. 


Bonnard’s interest in life around him was especially reflected 
in the series of 13 lithographs, lent by the Pillsburys, titled “Quelques 
Aspects de la Vie de Paris, 1895.” These were exhibited during his

S ALL THE WORLD KNows, the John 
and Mable Ringling Museum of Art 
in Sarasota is noted primarily for its 
oe magnificent collection of paintings by 
ES] old masters, and especially for the 
sna n devoted to 17th century Baroque. Yet 
the museum contains other, minor collections, 
which themselves alone offer striking proof 
that John Ringling was a collector of broad 
interests, rich imagination, and_ intelligent 
discrimination. 

One of those minor collections consists of 
very ancient objects from a Mediterranean 
island. 

In April, 1928, when John Ringling was 
building the beautiful museum that bears 
his name, and_still gathering the paintings 
that were to make it famous, the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York ofered for sale at

auction some thousands of duplicates included 
in its tremendous Cesnola Collection of 
Cypriote antiquities. 

At that time, the mighty depression had 
not yet hit the United States, and Ringling 
had not yet obligated himself to spend mil- 
lions for the property of the American Circus 


Corporation (a gesture that was to plunge 


him into financial difficulties). He was still 
a multimillionaire, and one with tremendous 
liquid assets. 


At the auction in New York, aE the Met- 
ropolitan’s collection, John Ringling spent 
$56,000 to acquire several thousand archeo- 
logical objects, large and small, which, for 
the time being, he stowed away in cases and 
on shelves in the basement of his own 
museum. There they were seen occasionally 


by his friends, but never by the public until

1948, when a few of them were taken up 
into the court, and arranged either free-stand- 
ing or in cases, against the loggia walls. From 
time to time, other pieces have been brought 
up, but even today only a comparatively small 
fraction of the collection is on view. Many 
hundred objects still remain in the basement, 
although those on display now give an ade- 
quate impression of the scope of the whole. 


The items date back in some instances to 
3000 B.C., with even the least ancient com- 
ing from a time before 400 A.D. There are 
here: heroic and life-sized carved limestone 
figures; smaller sculptures; Rhodian wine 
jars; pottery of various shapes and sizes, in- 
tended for many uses; Roman and Syrian 
blown or hand-moulded glass; and decorative 
or useful objects in bronze, silver and 
alabaster. 
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Behind these objects lies a romantic story 
that had its inception almost 100 years ago. 

A small portion of the material was gath- 
ered originally by Julien Greau, an ardent 
collector of ancient glass and pottery. The 
greater part of it was found on the island of 
Cyprus by Luigi Palma di Cesnola. 

Luigi Cesnola was born in Italy in 1832, 
served in the Austrian War of 1848 and in 
the Crimea, and in 1860 left Italy for New 
York. There he founded a military school 
for officers, took part in the Civil War as 
Colonel of the Fourth Cavalry Regiment of 
New York, was wounded and captured in 
1863, and was incarcerated in Libby Prison 
for the better part of a year. After liberation, 
he served as a brigadier until the end of the 
war, when he left the service with the rank 
of Brigadier-General, he became consul on 
the island of Cyprus. He landed in Cyprus 
on Christmas Day, 1865. 

General Cesnola was not a trained arche- 
ologist, but Cat least from his point of view) 
was fortunate enough to be living on the 
island at a time when the irreplaceable value 
of such relics was not yet adequately appre- 
ciated. ‘There was little supervision of “dig- 
ging,” and no effective restriction against 
importing any finds. Annexing whatever one 
could lay one’s hands on was among the 
acceptable amusements of the day. 

Peasants and workmen went to Cesnola 
bearing ancient objects they had come across 
by chance, had unearthed through unorgan- 
ized digging, or had acquired by robbing 
tombs. Like previous consuls, Cesnola en- 
couraged them, and to much better effect 
than his predecessors. During his 11 years 
as consul, he created what is still the largest 
collection of Cypriote antiquities in existence. 

His most spectacular find was an un- 
touched tomb near the town of Athienu, 
which was crowded with sculptures. From 
that and other sources, his home near Larnaca 
became a museum filled with priceless 
antiquities. 

Because Cesnola was not a trained arche- 
ologist, and because he did not leave any 
day-by-day account of his archeological activi- 
ties, no clear record exists of just where 
various objects were found, or how they were 
related to the overall picture of Cypriote his- 
tory. As the Metropolitan says in its cata- 
logue, “For scientific purpose . . . the Cesnola 
Collection must be regarded as a magnificent 
series of isolated objects, almost all of demon- 
strably Cypriote style. ‘They are invaluable 
to fill out the scheme of Cypriote archeology,

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which has been established by other men’s 
work in the generation which followed; but 
they do not themselves supply the evidence 
on which such a scheme could be designed.” 

For the non-scientific observer, however, 
these fascinating objects are delightful in two 
specific ways: for their beauty of design, 
texture, and surface decoration, and for their 
romantic interest. 

Some of the earlier finds were sold at 
auction in Paris in 1870, when a few were 
acquired by the Louvre. Shortly thereafter 
Gesnola made his tremendous strike in 
Athienu, and decided that it was intelligent 
to try to keep the collection together, and to 
dispose of it as a unit. 

After ineffectual negotiations with the 
Musee Napoleon III in Paris, and the Her- 
mitage in St. Petersburg, Cesnola went to 
leave of absence, after shipping off the whole 
collection — now approximately 35,000 items. 
One shipload was lost at sea, near Beirut; 
but the remainder reached London safely. 
At that time, each of several European and 
American museums acquired a few represen- 
tative objects, and there was a great deal of 
discussion of this remarkable material. 

Then suddenly, while the collection was 
still on view in London, the newly-founded 
Metropolitan Museum in New York bought 
the entire collection, and it was shipped 
across the Atlantic. 

- Beginning in January, 1873, Cesnola him- 
self was in New York, where he spent a 
sixmonths’ leave of hbeenee in sorting and 
cataloguing the material, and arranging it in 
the new headquarters cE the Metropolitan 
at 128 West 14th Street. Thereupon he re- 
turned to Cyprus, where he went on with 
excavations, acquiring the so-called “Treasure 
of Curium,” certain aspects of which have 
baffled eeholare ever since. In 1876, he left 
Cyprus forever, having found nothing during 
his three-year sojourn that was comparable 
to the riches he had unearthed at Athienu. 
In 1877, he was made a member of the 
board of the Metropolitan. Later he became 
secretary, and finally director — an ofhice he 
held until his death in 1904. 

Several thousand objects fell to John Ring- 
ling in 1928, and among them many of the 
Pres and most colorful of those that had 
come to light on the Mediterranean island. 
Those include large sculptures that trace the 
development of Cypriote art, with its many 
influences. Hundreds of large and small 
household utensils, plus various decorative 
objects, help to provide understanding of 
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what life was like in the early days of the 
Mediterranean civilization. 

Though all of these things were found on 
Cyprus, certain of them were made an the 
Greek mainland, or on other islands. Among 
the most impressive are 13 Rhodian wine-jars 
in perfect or nearly-perfect condition —a 
greater number than the Metropolitan itself 
retained, and now representing the third 
largest collection in the world. In such jars — 
technically known as Graeco-Roman am- 
phorae — wine was shipped from Rhodes, and 
the handles still bear the incised marks made 
by the potter and by the official who acted 
as a kind of sealer of weights and measures 
more than 2,000 years ago. 

Age and long burial in airless earth have 
laid a beautiful patina on hundreds of pieces 
of glass. All date from 100 B.C. to 400 A.D.., 
and are seen in many forms. Here are: 
bottles of various shapes and sizes, including 
“tear bottles” Gn which legend has it that 


tears were collected on ceremonial occasions ), 
and miniatures less than an inch tall; bulbous 
and “candlestick” vases; drinking cups; 
lekythoi Coil containers); plates; deep saucers; 
flasks, and perfume-dippers as clever in form 
and as perfectly preserved as if they had been 
made yesterday. ‘There are a number of 
bracelets of opaque or translucent glass, some 
of which obviously were designed for tiny 
children. 

Fine examples of bowls and other utensils, 
in Cypriote polished red pottery, date back 
to the Early Bronze Age — 3000 to 2000 B.C. 
Lekithoi and oinochoi (wine pitchers) were 
made between 1200 and 500 B.C. From 1000 
to 500 B.C. come painted white Cypriote 
barrel-jugs, plates and other utensils. Attic 
vases and kylices (two-handled wine-cups), 
with red-and-black painted figures, recall the 
great days of Athens in the 5th century B.C. 

Nearly all of the large-sized sculptures 
have now been brought up from the Ringling 
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Museum basement, and are on display in 
the south loggia. ‘These include nearly two 
score standing figures, portrait heads, and 
grave steles, dating from 700 to 146 B.C., and 
showing Oriental, Egyptian and Assyrian in- 
fluence, as well as earmarks of the Hellenic 
and Hellenistic styles of Greece. Among the 
most impressive is a heroic-sized statue of a 
Cypriote prince. 

In the cases are hundreds of moderate- 
sized and tiny pieces of sculpture — torsoes, 
entire figures or heads, small animals, hands, 
fragments, decorative bits. In many instances, 
the figures are what is known as “votaries.” 
That is to say, they were representatives 
placed at altars to make vicarious devotions, 
while a human being went about his every- 
day duties. The majority of these sculptures 
came from Gesnola’s great excavation of the 
ruins of a temple near Golgoi, and were 
created between 700 and 500 B.C. 

Bronze objects include an Etruscan mirror, 


Examples 
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a Roman pan with a handle, one or two 
small, very early, primitive figures, and 
numerous blades and small tools — all dating 
between 3000 and 2000 B.C. A number of 
armlets and bracelets of blackened silver are 
shown (6th to 4th century B.C.), and curling 


earrings in which gold gleams through the 


heavy dark corrosion. 


The art of Cyprus moved along a coherent 
development, from 3000 B.C. up through 
three or four centuries of the Christian era, 
with influences of various kinds blending into 
the indigenous stream. It is possible to assign 
an approximate date to any of the objects in 
the Ringling Museum’s Cesnola Collection 
by considering the material from which it is 
made, the basic design, and the decoration 
or lack of it. 

The island, situated as it is in the Medi- 
terranean within sight of Syria and Asia 
Minor, and within easy sailing distance of 
Egypt, Crete, and the Grecian islands, main-

tained its own individuality, while it partook 
of the civilization of its neighbors and was 
influenced by them. 

Almost nothing is known about the earliest 
human beings on Cyprus, but history records 
that successive streams of immigrants arrived 
from various parts of the Mediteranean — 
Aegeans during the Bronze Age (3000 to 
1200 B.C.), Phoenicians and Greek traders 
during the Early Iron Age and later (from 
1200 on), and Caracen, Frank and Turkish 


conquerors during the Middle Ages. All of 


these strains were assimilated. Therefore the 
culture of the island bears no direct rela- 
tionship to the individual racial components, 
but combine them in a style that is correctly 
called Cypriote, in which various influences 
are recognizable. 

Bronze Age culture falls into three major 
stages. During the Early Bronze Age, im- 
plements contained copper, but no tin, and 
the pottery was all handmade, of the red-

polished variety, in forms imitating gourds 
and skin vessels, like that used in pre-dynastic 
Egypt. There is no painting on the surface, 
and any decoration is essentially geometric, 
reminiscent of basketry. In the Middle Bronze 
Age, implements were made of true bronze, 
and ornaments were of a coarse wire con- 
taining silver and lead. Fine wheelmade 
pottery, gold objects, silver of good quality, 
and a style that is stiffly conventional are 
characteristic of the Late Bronze Age. New 
kinds of pottery came in from Egypt, Pales- 
tine and Syria, and were copied. 

In about 1100 B.C., comparatively bar- 
barous tribes from the Balkans and Danubian 
lands invaded and conquered the western 
area of the Aegean region, and northern 
Syria. Cyprus was cut off from all the prin- 
cipal centers of culture in the Levant, but 
still played an important part in relation to 
the rising Phoenicia, which was beginning 
to replace Crete as chief agent of exchange.

Those centuries between 1100 B.C. and 
the beginning of the historic age in Greece 
may be called the Early Iron, or Graeco- 
Phoenician Age. That period also may be 
divided into Early, Middle and Late. In 
the first part (1200 to c.1000) gold and silver 
ornaments became very rare; geometric deco- 
ration was even more pervasive; and there 
was no longer any representational art except 
a few childish terra cottas and animal-shaped 
vases. No bronze is found from part of the 
Early Iron Age, and geometric design became 
so severe that even a circle was drawn with 
a compass. This epoch is known therefore as 
the “geometrical” period. Oriental influences 
appeared and rapidly predominated in the 
last part of the Early Iron Age. 

Meantime, the Aegean peoples had begun 
to explore and exploit the Mediterranean 
world, to found colonies on its shores, and 
to venture into the Black Sea. As a sea power, 
Cyprus was second only to Phoenicia from 
742 to 709, when its seven kings went to pay 
homage and indicate their subservience to 


Sargon I, Assyrian King. Assyria was on 
the war path, had already taken Tyre in 722, 
and was to capture Egypt between 668 and 
664 B.C. 

The Assyrian influence in Cyprus lasted 
for approximately 50 years. At the beginning 
of the sixth century B.C. the Egyptians again 
came into dominance, and won a great sea 
victory over the Cypriote League. Thereafter, 
Cypriote art approached closely to the Greek, 
imposing Hellenic ideals on an Oriental style 
with Egyptian overtones, and creating what 
is known as the Archaic Cypriote. 

In 500 B.C., possession of the resources of 
Cyprus became the stake in the game of 
power politics between Persians and the 
Greeks. By the middle of the century, the 
power of Athens had weakened, and the link 
between Hellenic art and that of Cyprus 
was snapped, creating a vacuum that was 
never filled. Vase painting made no progress 
in Cyprus after 500, and was in full decay 
by 450. Sculpture, which had been designed 


in a free manner, became highly convention- 


alized. During the late fifth century, greatest 
period of Greek art, Cyprus stood apart, losing 
the opportunity of participating in the glories 
of Hellenism. 

After Alexander the Great had completed 
his victories, the only question for Cyrus 
was what its place should be within a Hellen- 
ized world. The island fell to Egypt, under 
Ptolemy, and remained a vassal until 58 B.C., 
when it was ceded to Rome to pay part of 
Ptolemy’s debts to the Empire. 

After the island was annexed to Ptolemaic 
Egypt, whatever originally had been found in 
Cypriote art was lost. Christianity was ac- 
cepted very early, and very suddenly, and 
the minor sanctuaries of the island were soon 
desecrated in wholesale fashion. It is to that 
desecration that we owe much of our knowl 
edge of their contents. 

It is to the imaginative foresight of John 
Ringling that we owe the very important 
collection of Cypriote art which forms one 
of the delights of the museum he built and 
gave to the people of Florida.

Jhe De Palignacs of France 


By Adeline Fitzgerald 


One of the fifteen chateaux of the family, La Voulte-Polignac, near 
Puy-en-Velay in the Haute Loire, has just been opened as an inn and 
museum of family treasures. It remains the home of 
Countess Melchoir de Polignac. 


HEN A FAMILY CEREMONY brings together the de Polignacs, 
> as did the wedding of Princess Marie-Blanche de Bagneux 

and Prince Francois de Broglie last Summer, one realizes 
what “old family’ can mean in France. In the case of the 
de Polignacs it means a small army of princes and princesses, mar- 
quises, counts and countesses, and one duke — Armand XXVI, sepa- 
rated by almost 11 centuries from his ancestor, Armand I, first 
Duc de Polignac. 

These present-day de Polignacs, numbering half a hundred and 
bound together by one Ancestral device, are ae many countenances, 
for the family, while remaining vehemently French, is proud to have 
intermarried over the years with English, Scots, Portuguese, Italian, 
Monegasques and Americans. ‘Their latest international alliance, of 
course, is the most celebrated: Prince Rainier of Monaco, son of a 
de Polignac, with Miss Grace Kelly of Philadelphia. Nina Crosby 
Biddle is the widow of the Marquis de Polignac, and Princess Guy 
de Polignac is the daughter of an American, the former 
Helene Browne. 

Housed in fifteen ancestral chateaux and a number of Paris 
apartments, the family has many roofs and firesides and keeping them 
in repair is an occupation in itself. Asked if a de Polignac ever built 
a new house Prince Guy said that rebuilding the old ones after 


wars has kept them too busy. He, himself, did build a modern

beach house at Arcachon on the Gascoyne Bay, but his favorite 
roof is the ancient one of St. Jean-du-Cardonnay in Normandy, almost 
demolished by German and Allied bombs in the last war. In his 
Paris apartment he has a book about this chateau, “Le Domaine de 
St. Jean,” hand-lettered by monks in the year 1389 and bound in 
the original hide. 

The apartment, in the fashionable 16th arrondissement, over- 
looking the Bois, is a veritable museum of family souvenirs. Letters 
casually kept in an old briefcase bear the signatures of kings and 
include a poignant note penned by Marie Antoinette as the’ *norses 
stood hitched to the tumbril to take her to the guillotine. It is 
addressed to her dear friend and confidante, Yolande, duchesse 
de Polignac, to whose care she had entrusted her children, the 
Enfants de France. Yolande was then a young and beautiful woman, 
or so she was portrayed by the queen’s painter, Elizabeth Vigee 
Lebrun. The Lebrun portrait of Yolande, until recently in ihe 
palace at Versailles, now hangs in the de Polignac salon. 

Also here is the historically recognizable figure of Cardinal 
Melchoir de Polignac, painted life-size in the glory of his crimson 
silk and lace. To him, Voltaire dedicated “Le Temple du Gout.” 
He was a poet as well as a churchman, and was born in the feudal 
chateau, cradle of the family, in Puy-en-Velay, in the Haute-Loire. 

Now only a magnificent ruin, on the top of a great rock once 
dedicated to Apollo, it is one of four chateaux éwued by Princess 
Henri de Polignac, the grande dame of the family who is known 
and beloved by many Ameneins and British for her hospitality to 
the armed forces stationed at Rheims during two world wars. Her 
salon was their ballroom, and there many a young soldier tasted his 
first champagne. ’ 

The chateau de Mercastel, near St. Samson-la-Poterie in the Oise 
Department is the seat of the aged Duc de Polignac; with him, in 
French fashion, are his children and grandchildren. Other chateaux, 
manoirs and villas are scattered around France, most of them housing 
two, three and even four generations of the family. 
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Princess Henri de Polignac has with her in her Rheims chateau, 
“des Crayeres,” her children and their families, numbering more 
than 20. Her youngest son, Edmond (Eddie, to the family) who 
is divorced, lives here with his four children and has charge of 

“the vines from which the family’s celebrated Pommery champagne 
comes. His brother, Louis, also divorced, is under the maternal roof 
and from there directs Lanvin Perfumes in Paris and Pommery Park, 
the 55-acre recreational center maintained for all who work in the 
Pommery vineyards and caves, which is to say, a large part of the 
population of Rheims. Not only is it enjoyed by Porkaen and their 
families; the French Ministry of Education requests its use as a 
testing ground for athletic instructors, and the city of Rheims, for 
sports contests. With all this, Prince Louis is a busy man. He is 
also credited with being the wit of the family. 

His brother, Pance Guy de Polignac, might also claim the 
distinction of being the busiest of the ae Polignacs, as well as the 
most social. He is ithe active head of Champagne Pommery, and of 
a paper firm and a publishing house which issues, among other 
publications, “Science et Vie.” Also he devotes much time to the 
Order of Malta, of which he is Bailli (administrator) for France. 
And although this entitled him to wear the splendid full dress of a 
Knight of Malta —red jacket embroidered in gold and black cape 
vaiths white Maltese cross —it is also a working job; this year he 
spent much time in French Equatorial Africa helping to open leper 
villages in Mayumba and Thibanga. Since the time of the Crusades, 
the care of lepers has been a prime interest of the Knights; in Africa 
they are gradually succeeding in luring affected natives out of the 
bush for treatment and wentual cure. 

In his role as Bailli, Prince Guy had the pleasure of going to 
the Elysee Palace to hector the decoration of his Order on Madame 
Coty before her final illness. 

Tn the color film of the Monaco wedding, several scarlet- coated 
Knights of Malta can be seen on one side of the sanctuary. One is 
Prince Guy and the other is Eddie.

A wedding in the de Polignac family brought together Prince Guy 

de Polignac, in the scarlet and gold of a Knight of Malta, Countess 

Jean de Polignac, who is Jeanne Lanvin, the grande couturiere, and 
Madame Francois de Saxce, a cousin of Prince Rainer of Monaco. 


de Chambure, Prince Guy had the family tree drawn and hand- 
colored. And a great many-branched tree it is, rooted in the soil of 
Velay in the Gfth century. Earliest mention of the Chateau de 
Polignac at Velay is found in the letters of Sidoine Apollinaire, 
son-in-law of the Roman Emperor Avitus, who ruled until 456. 
Sidoine referred to the chateau as his paternal home, and to his 
brother as the Vicomte de Polignac. Thereafter the Vicomtes_pos- 
sessed all the marks of sovereignty. Raoul, King of France in 923, 
gave them the right to coin hein own money Gaence the old coins 
gee GR. and Kings Charles VII, Louis XI, Charles VIII, 
Louis XII, Catherine de Medici and Louis XVI addressed them 
as “cousin.” 

Now, in a socialistic state, the de Polignacs still live like cousins 
of the king. ‘They enjoy their ranks and titles, which the government 
regards as non-existent. Riding in their dashing big American cars, 
they carry, in plastic containers (to facilitate parking) the heraldic 
arms that de Polignacs have carried for over a thousand years. They 
dress as elegantly as did any of their ancestors, and they dine like 
kings. Their thousands of employees are bound to them in a demo- 
cratic and friendly relationship; their many gates and doors are 
opened by willing servitors. In a country of organized workers, they 
are proud of their good labor relations. 


There have been some interesting marriages down the years. 
In 1349 Valpurge, Vicomtesse de Polignac, eerie’ her cousin, 
Guillaume III], Baron de Chalencon. fhe parliament of Poitiers 
decreed their children to be de Polignacs. In 1825 Armand XXIV 
married Amelie de Crillon, acquiring thereby the Hotel Crillon, 
town house of the Ducs de Crillon, and masterpiece of the architect 
Gabriel (for whom the Avenue Gabriel is named). Of this gen- 
eration, Count Jean de Polignac married the daughter of the 
couturiere, Jeanne Lanvin, hice dressmaking house then became 
in effect a de Polignac property. 

As far as the family fortunes are concerned, a most fruitful 
marriage was that of Belchoir, Marquis de Polignac, in 1879, with 
Louise Pommery, daughter of the veuve (widow) Pommery, who 
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had inherited her husband’s vineyards and, by experimenting with 
dry champagne, and popularizing it as a dinner wine, not only 
built Pommery into a great house but stimulated the entire cham- 
pagne industry. 

Diane de Polignac inherited the energy of her famous grand- 
mother and her love of the vines. When she married her cousin, 
Henri de Polignac, she was able to keep not only her name but 


all the cherished surroundings of her girlhood. 


If the de Polignacs were asked to name the one member of 
the family who best represents their idea of service to the world, 
they might agree upon Prince Henri de Polignac, because in him 
were rombinedee gaity, religious fervor, patriotism, charm and charity. 
And in the middle of a happy and privileged existence, he gave 
his life to his country. 

He was born in the Hotel Crillon in Paris, which was then 
one of the family’s private houses, and received his first Communion 
in the Madeleine a block away. He was educated at Evreux by the 
Jesuits, and at St. Cyr and at the Ecole Militaire, and when years 
later his notebooks were examined they proved to be meticulously 
kept accounts not only of his studies but of a deep and reflective 
spiritual life, going back to his first notations. 

When he was 26 he married his spirited cousin, and in the 
happy household that he and Princess Diane established there was 
a new baby every year. When World War I broke out and took 
Lieutenant de Polignac to the front, his letters home were filled 
with references to his beloved children. Princess Diane sent to 
the chaplain of his company a small folding altar for use in the 
trenches. As the fighting became more intense and moved toward 
Rheims, Prince Henri, now Captain de Polignac, was literally 
defending home soil. On the morning of September 25, 1915, lead- 
ing his company in the attack at Auberive, close to his chateau, 
he: was killed. 

Eddie was then 18 months old, and Princess Diane was expect- 
ing an eighth child. Four months after the death of Captain de 
Polignac, his daughter, Therese Henriette, was born. Now the
